Chambers, who said he was a Com- 
munist from 1924 to 1937, testified 
today that the Red "underground" 
then Included Alger Hiss, State De- 
partment official, and Nathan Witt, 
attorney for the National Labor 
Relations Board. 


Chambers testified under oath be- 


fore the House un-American Activi- 
ties committee, which is investigat- 
ing charges of Soviet spying in this 
GOAratry. 


Across the capital, a Senate com- 


taittee also was continuing hearings 
•on Communist spying. There, Chair- 
man Ferguson (R.-Mich.) protested 
the committee's failure thus far to 
receive information it has asked from 
the Commerce Department about 
William W. Remington. 


Probe "Handicapped". 


Ferguson called it an administra- 


tion-imposed "handicap" on Con- 
gressional efforts to get to the bot- 
tom of the spy story. 


Chambers, now an associate editor 


of Time magazine, said in a pre- 
pared statement read to the House 
conymittee that he himself "served 
in the underground, chiefly in Wash- 
injr/ton." 


He said there was an underground 


•organization developed, to the best 
•of his knowledge, by Harold Ware, 
one of the sons of the Communist 
leader known as "Mother Bloor." 


Mention Pressman 


He went on: "I knew it at its top 


level, a group of seven or so men, 
from among whom, in late years, 
certain members of Miss (Elizabeth 
T.) Bentley's organization were ap- 
parently recruited." 


The head of the underground 


group was Nathan Witt, an attorney 
Jor the National Labor Relations 
Board. Later John Apt became the 
leader, Chambers said, adding: "Lee 
Pressman was also a member of this 
group, as was Alger Hiss, who, as a 
member of the State Department 
later organized the conferences at 
Dumbarton Oaks, San Francisco and 
the U. S. side of the Yalta confer- 
ence." 


Miss Bentley, mentioned by Cham- 


fcers, is the~young_woman who told 
a sensational story last week of col- 
lecting information for the Russians 
from scores of government employes 
during the war. 


She and Chambers both describe 


themselves as former Communists 
who turned against the party and 
went to federal authorities with their 
stories.

Holding both secondary and ele- 
mentary school certificates, he took 
a cut in salary when he accepted 
the $2,400 a year job in the Fair- 
field system in order to be near 
his home.

Oyler asserted. "Residents of the 
north and east end of the town tell 
me there are' more mosquitoes now 
than ever. We got results last year 
by using an airplane. I don't think 
we got good results 
from 
the 


ground-spraying this year," .he 
added. 


Hummelbaugh said a recent sur- 


vey made by representatives of 
Vogel-Ritt, 
indicated 
that 
the 


spraying had been effective. There 
were no "wigglers" present in the 
Tiber, Winebrenner's run or Gulp's 
run, he said, and few indications 
of mosquitoes in other parts of the 
town.

PEACE UNIT 
MIGHT WORK

(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 


The little assembly of thp United 


Nations—comprising all the 
U.N. 


membership excepting th° Soviet 
bloc, which has boycotted it—has 
unanimously recommended that its 
life be extended by the General As- 
sembly session in Paris this Sep- 
tember. 


The little assembly, which was the 


idea of U. S. Secretary of State 
Marshall, was created at a time 
•when much of the vital effort of the 
U.N. 
was being nullified by the 


persistent use of the veto by Rus- 
sia. It was established as a per- 
manent committee of the whole, to 
carry on the work of their General 
Assembly between sessions of the 
latter body. . 


The Communist bloc charged that 


this was an effort to by-pass the 
decisions of the Security Council, in 
which the Reds could employ the 


veto. The sponsors of the little as- 
sembly denied this. It was true, 
however, that (he subsidiary as- 
sembly did provide a vehicle free 
from the bickering and obstruction 
of the Bolshevists—not because they 
were barred but because they chose 
not to participate. 


Great Service Possible 


While the little assembly has been 


engaged largely with routine mat- 
ters, there was one sensational de- 
cision which gave the Russian bloc 
a chance to yell: "We told you so." 
That was when the Korean com- 
mission reported that it was unable 
to arrange an election which would 
include both the Russian zone in the 
north and the American zone in 
the south, because of Soviet ob- 
struction. The commission asked for 
instructions, and the little assembly, 
despite the fears of some that it 
was exceeding its authority, squared 
its shoulders and ordered the com- 
mission to go ahead with an election 
in the American zone. The result 
has been the establishment of a 
democratic government in South 
Korea over the bitter and violent 
opposition of the Reds. 


This was the only time that the 


little assembly went to such an ex- 
treme. However, that incident made 
observers sit up and take notice.

They saw that if the little assembly 
were given more powers it could 
perform a great service in the inter- 
ests of peace by handling just such 
problems. 


Can Be Two UN's—Not One 


Moreover, the little assembly does 


provide a sounding board to get the 
consensus of the Democracies on 
important matters when the Gen- 
eral Assembly isn't in session. There 
can be free debate without the de- 
liberate interference of the Soviet 
bloc. 


But that isn't all. If the little 


Assembly is granted more powers, 
it will be able to demonstrate 
whether a peace organization, com- 
prising only the nations outside the 
Russian bloc, can perform a useful 
service. That point is running 
through many minds, for it is be- 
coming increasingly clear that so 
long as Moscow persists in its world 
revolution for the spread of com- 
munism there can be no "United 
Nations" which will function. There 
can be two separate groups of United 
nations, but not one. 


That's a tough development to 


contemplate, but a democratic peace 
organization which would 
work 


would be better than a democratic 
Bolshevist organization that can't 
work but wastes its energy in bick- 
ering which only increases the 
threat to peace. '

STALIN TALKS 


CAN AT BEST 


BRING TRUCE 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 


Merits ofAhe direct approach to 


Stalin by the western Allies, in,an 
effort to settle the German crisis 
and pave the way for peace, remain 
to be seen. 


America, Britain and France have 


made a peace overture. It was a 
dignified gesture, without the slight- 
est suggestion of appeasement. Re- 
jection would place Moscow in an 
unenviable position in the eyes of a 
world which is sick of wars and 
alarms. 


Such a rebuff would provide .a 


weighty argument if the Russian 
effort to starve the civilian popula- 
tion of western Berlin by food 
Mockade were brought before the 
piiited Nations with a call for puni- 
live sanctions against such brutality. 
And after all, the Muscovites can't 
ignore world opinion entirely until 
they come a lot nearer to domina- 
tion of the globe than they .now are. 


Only A Truce At Best 


Last night's dramatic interviews 


in the Kremlin between Stalin and 
the 
envoys of the three great 


democracies were, of course, not de- 
cisive. They represent one more 
move ni the maneuvering for posi- 
tion which will continue until the 
differences between the Bolshevists 
and the western Allies are settled 
in one way or another. 


Pending that positive settlement 


the" most,, we can hope 'for, as,, this 
column remarked' last week,1 will be 
a truce. 


The Russians, with their over- 


powering urge to conquer and Com- 
munize the world, will never halt 
their;driveJuntil (1) they succeed, 
or ..;(!$ their aggressive 
crusade 


blows up in their faces. The second 
contingency could arise through re- 
volt by the oppressed peoples who 
have been enslaved, or by another 
global war. 
,. 


Some Advantages 


One can see certain advantages' 


for both sides in a truce now. The 
democracies, for example, need 
time to get the Marshall plan work- 
ing so that western Europe can de- 
fend itself against Red aggression. 


Now would be the moment for 


Russia to push her drive if she were 
prepared for it — but. she isn't. She 
also has her troubles, for it is be- 
coming increasingly apparent that 
it's not all honey and flowers among, 
the conquered states behind the iron 
curtain. There is much disaffection. 
Thus Moscow needs time, fe consoli- 
date her ill-got gains. So far as
